Hurricanes 
Are Picking

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Hurri- 


cane Fern, ending an hours- 
long stall, suddenly began spin- 
ning toward the Texas coast to- 
day and hurricane warning 
flags flew from Port Arthur to 
north of Freeport. 


The National Hurricane Cen- 


ter here urged evacuation of 
low coastal areas before escape 
routes are cut off by tides al- 
ready rising in the warning 
area. 


The storm, spinning 90-mile 


an hour winds around the cen- 
ter and hurling gales 150 miles 
to the north and 75 miles to the 
south, was forecast to strike 
the coast near Galveston, with 
the center moving inland early 
tonight. 


Gale warnings were in effect 


from Corpus Christi to Freeport 
in Texas and from east of Port 
Arthur to Vermillion Bay in 
Louisiana. A hurricane watch 
remained in effect south of Cor- 
pus Christi to Brownsville.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — For- 


mer state Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Jim Johnson has asked 
Gov.

house doors. 


But because of this history of 


resistance, Johnson said, his 
own efforts today will attract

forced now by other guerrillas, 
began digging the tunnel in the 
living room, piling up dirt amid 
the funiture, Castillo said.

Helicopters 
Ferry Troops 
in DMZ Push 


SAIGON (AP) — American 


helicopters ferried 1,000 fresh 
South Vietnamese troops 
to 


within two miles of the Laotian 
border today in a major drive 
below the demilitarized zone 
spearheaded by U.S. B52 bomb- 
ing strikes. 


No contact with the enemy 


was reported as 15 helicopters 
carried the South Vietnamese 
infantrymen in more than 60 
lifts to landing zones south of 
Highway 9 and Khe Sanh. 


About 25 B52s, making their 


heaviest strikes in more than 
three weeks, dropped 750 tons 
of bombs on North Vietnamese 
positions extending from 
the 


southern half of the DMZ 20 
miles southward below Khe 
Sanh. 


The raids inside the buffer 


zone were aimed at North Viet- 
namese troops who reportedly 
had pulled back in advance of 
the South Vietnamese offensive 
launched Monday, which has 
grown to 13,500 troops. The ob- 
ject of the drive is to disrupt 
enemy supply routes and infil- 
tration corridors leading into 
South Vietnam from Laos and 
the DMZ.

Martin Wants 
to Try Riding 
Again at 42 


BALTIMORE (AP) — R. J. 


"Bobby" Martin, one of Mary- 
land's leading jockeys before 
two long suspensions cut short 
his career, wants to ride again at 
the age of 42. 


Martin was scheduled to ap- 


pear before the Maryland Rac- 
ing 
Commission 
today 
and 


make an appeal for a license, 
after being away from the race 
tracks for 14 years. 


"Racing is my entire life," 


Martin wrote the commission in 
requesting the hearing. "My 
family and my associates are 
involved in the business. Many 
trainers and owners desire to 
employ me. 


"It may be difficult for many 


people to believe that many in- 
dividuals are limited as to their 
qualifications and abilities to 
earn a livelihood. 


"When a person such as my- 


self who left school at an early- 
age and whose entire life has 
been centered around horses, it 
becomes almost impossible to 
earn a living by other means." 


Martin was at the peak of his 


career in 1951 when the com- 
mission suspended him for 10 
years after reporting that he 
bet on a horse other than the 
one he rode in a race at Laurel. 


Four years later, the suspen- 


sion was lifted and Martin im- 
mediately 
took 
the 
riding 


championship at the first meet- 
ing he rode, at Pimlico. 


In 1957, however, he was ac- 


cused of touting three business- 
men and wound up with a 12- 
year suspension. This was later 
reduced to 41? years, but Mar- 
tin didn't seek to have his li- 
cense restored until now. 


Martin has been galloping 


horses on a Maryland farm, 
and reportedly is in shape to 
resume his career. 


"He had as much ability as 


any jockey I ever saw " said 
Chick Lang, the general man- 
ager at Pimlico who was Mar- 
tin's agent before handling Bill 
Hartack and other jockeys. 


"But 
he was hot-headed and 


a sucker for his money," Lang 
recalled. "He lent money to ev- 
erybody and he bet big money. 
It's a wonder he never bought 
the Brooklyn Bridge or the for-

It posed 
eight questions on drug use, 
from marijuana to heroin, to

on drug addiction. 


A group of young ex-addicts 


described their experiences and 
tried to explain why and how 
they became involved. Moder- 
ator Jerry Dunphy reported re- 
sults of a survey among the 
general public which revealed 
that the average person is defi- 
nitely misinformed on the sub- 
ject.

Students Form 
Mod Squad to 
Fight Trouble

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


"mod squad" of college stu- 
dents will soon be riding Little 
Rock school buses and patroll- 
ing junior and senior high cam- 
puses to keep down trouble. 


Creation of the team is an 


outgrowth of the 
large-scale 


busing of secondary pupils re- 
quired by federal 
court 
to 


achieve racial balance in the 
schools, says School Supt. Floyd 
Parsons. A reason, he said, is 
that this is the district's first 
experience with any kind of 
busing. 


The 
college students 
will 


work part-time, riding buses 
with the public school pupils in 
the mornings or afternoons or 
monitoring school halls and 
campuses during the day, de- 
pending on where they 
are 


needed, Parsons said. 


The students will be assigned 


to buses or campuses where 
there have been reports of 
rowdyism. 


"Hopefully, they will nip it in 


the bud if a problem arises," 
Parsons said. 


But the college students will 


have no disciplinary authority 
other than to take down the 
names of offenders and report 
them to school authorities, the 
superintendent said. 


He said that through the pro- 


gram it is hoped that "better 
rapport" 
may be developed 


with trouble makers. 


The district plans to begin in 


about a week to hire 10 stu- 
dents who will make up the 
squad. They are expected to 
come from the student bodies 
of the University of Arkansas 
and Philander Smith at Little 
Rock and perhaps other col- 
leges. The pay will be about 
$1.80 an hour for two to four 
hours of work, Parsons said. 


The project is to be financed 


by $10,000 in federal money, 
which will come from a $770,000

U.S., Russia 
Agree to End 
Harassment

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


U.S.-Soviet agreement to seek 
an end to harassment of each 
others' navy is not part of any 
Russian effort to offset Commu- 
nist China's increasingly active 
diplomacy, American officials 
say. 


Nevertheless, some 
foreign 


diplomats are questioing why 
Moscow picked this week to ap- 
prove an October visit by an 
American delegation to discuss 
ways of preventing what the 
State Department described as 
"collisions and other incidents 
at sea." 


The time is only coincidence, 


according to high State Depart- 
ment officials, and has no di- 
rect relations to recent Soviet 
agreements easing tension with 
the United States and its Eu- 
ropean allies. 


In fact, one source said, the 


Soviet Union agreed last No- 
vember to the principle of seek- 
ing accords on joint naval mat- 
ters. He denied any delay was 
involved 
in 
waiting 
until 


Wednesday to announce the 
talks would open Oct. 12. "It 
was only a matter of working 
out the details and then setting 
a date," he said. There was no 
explanation why Moscow hadn't 
answered sooner after the origi- 
nal U.S. approach was made in 
April, 1968. 
State Department spokesman 


Charles W. Bray told newsmen 
Wednesday 
that 
Under- 


secretary of the Navy John W. 
Warner will head a high-rank- 
ing American 
delegation 
to 


Moscow "to discuss how to 
avoid incidents at sea between 
our two nations." 


Explaining that the hoped-for 


understanding 
would 
cover 


"rules of the road" for naval 
vessels of both countries, Bray 
said no political background is 
involved. Only the desire to 
prevent recurrence of the 100 
incidents reported over the past 
several years is behind the 
talks, Bray said. 


But more than one diplomat 


noted the new Soviet agreement 
follows closely several other '

friendship with the West. 


Prime among these was last 


week's signing of a treaty with 
the United States, France and 
Great Britain in which the So- 
viets made several major con- 
cessions on the status of Berlin 
while

There also are expectations 


Moscow will agree to an accord 
at the strategic arms limitation 
talks. And several months ago 
Russian officials suddenly ex- 
pressed interest for the first 
time in mutual reduction of 
armed forces in Central Europe. 


Foreign diplomats and some 


U.S. officials are known to feel 
Moscow took these steps be- 
cause of concern with China's 
efforts to ease relations with 
the West and what the Russians 
fear is a serious military situ- 
ation on their border with the 
Asian giant.

"gateway school" to teach stu- 
dents who have been suspended 
from regular classes because of 
behavorial problems and to pro- 
vide in-service 
training to 


teachers in interracial under- 
standing. 


The idea of having college 


students police buses and cam- 
puses was originated by Dr. 
Don R. Roberts, assistant su- 
perintendent in charge of pupil 
personnel, but Parsons said he 
did not know the origin of the 
name of "mod squad," except 
that this is the title of a popu- 
lart television program.

VANILLA 'N CHIP 
ICE CREAM POPS 


1 package unflavored 


gelatin 


1 tablespoon cold water 
2 cups light cream 
4 egg yolks, beaten 
l-t cup sugar 
'N teaspoon salt 
2 ounces semi-sweet choc- 


olate, coarsely grated 


Sprinkle gelatin over cold 


water; let stand 5 minutes to 
soften. In a small saucepan 
combine light cream with egg 
yolks, sugar and salt; mix 
well. Cook over moderate 
heat, stirring constantly, for 
5 minutes. 
Remove from 


heat. Stir in softened gelatin. 
Turn mixture into ice cube 
tray without divider: cool 
slightly. Place in freezer and 
freeze until almost firm. Re- 
move from tray and beat 
until fluffy. Beat in choco- 
late. Spoon into ice cream 
pop forms or into ice cube 
tray with divider. If using 
pop forms insert sticks at 
once. If using ice cube tray 
wait until mixture is partly 
frozen to insert sticks. Freeze 
until firm. To unmold, sep- 
arate cream from the sides 
of the molds with a hot knife. 
Lift out carefully. Makes I 
quart or 16 pops of '^ cup 
each.
